The annual repert ot the Minneapo- 
lis beard of trade contains these words: 
‘On May 2d a great calamity befell 
the city by which several citizens lost 
their lives, and ever twe thirds of the 
milling capacity of the city was de- 
stroyed.

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WHAT WATER POWER DOES. 


In 1849 the first house was built on 
the site of the present city of Mianea- 
polis. It now has 50,900 inhabitants, 
sells one million barrels of flour a year 
end has a wholesale trade of twenty 
millions of dollars. This place was 
chosen to build a city upon on ac- 
ceunt of the falls of St. Anthony, 
which are a series of cascades with a 
fail of 82 feet in two miles; just about 
what the Truckee has between Reno 
and Verdi and not nearly as great as 
that between there and Tahoe. [n 
1856 dams were built from Hennepin 
island to either shore, so thatthe en- 
tire river could be turned into canals, 
ene of which is from sixty te eightr 
feet wide and fourteen feet deep. 
With a head of over ferty feet this 
body of water runs twenty-one flour 
mills, two wollen mil's, one cotton 
mill, two paper mills, eight saw mills 
and several shops and factories. The 
Mississippi at the falis of St. Anthony 
has little, if any, greater flew per hour 
in gallons than the Truckee. It ie 
wider and deeper but not so swift. 
' The Truckee could be diverted by 
a channel a mile long, built all the 
way through easy working soil, while 
the canal at Minneopelis is largely in 
rock. Noharm could come ef using 
the whele flow ef the Truckee for a 
mile er two as it would all be turned 
back inte the bed without the less 
which occurs in irrigating. We look 
upon the fall of the river as one of 
Reno's greatest advantages and we 
fully expect tolive to see it utilized. 
It will probably come a little at a 
time and from small beginnings. Asthe 
the ceuntry fills up the demand for 
goeds will be more reliable and of 
course larger. The germs of some 
vast clothing factory may now exist 
in the person of some poor but wide 
awake and industrious tailer. Per- 
baps the experiment of Abrahams 
Bros. will lead to a four story 
building full of busy machinery. Per- 
haps Sunderland's three benches at 
the back of his store are the historic 
beginnings of a grand future.

Every citizen of Rene ought to stand 
right up for the town, without allow- 
ing little jealousies or piques any place 
in his mind. All of us should pull 
together, and pull bard and constant- 
ly, to get every possible bit of trade 
we can for the town.

FOREIGN TRADE VS. INTERNAL 
IMPROVEMENT. 


It is a principle in human nature 
that the man who tries to de too much 
dees nothing well, and nations are 
merely aggregations of men. The 
Enterprise believes that in addition to 
our vast internal improvements we 
might have made equal advances on 
the seas by gevernment aid without 
more or less sacrificing our interest in 
the interior, and there is where we 
differ. Whether we have developed 
this country as a nation or as individ- 
uals, matters n~t. If part of the ener- 
gies which wére expended in that way 
had been devoted te ‘sailing over the 
seas,’ the country would have lest it 
in material improvements and made 
it up in what is unstable and unreli- 
able—foreign commerce. A country 
builds up by regular stages. Califor- 
nia went at her mines first because 
they were profitable from the start. 
Agriculture was the next industry, and 
it came slowly. Manufactures are 
hardly begun yet and ship-building 
will come with them or very soon be- 
hind. England has built her ships at 
the expense of agriculture, miving 
and manufactures. Her artisans have 
been starved, her miners turned into 
drudges, her farm laborers into beasts 
of burden that the British tar might 
rule the waves. The result is the same 
that always follows artificial and pre- 
mature development. Disaster has 
overtaken a brave people. Her charity 
hospitals are crowded. Her cities are 
full of strikers, and her ships lie rot- 
ting in the water. Prices are down 
far below cost, and vessels are loading 
with ballast to go in search ef cargoes. 
If the United States had seught to di- 
vide this business wages here would 
have been necessarily cut down so as 
to compete with Englishmen’s werk, 
and we would have had harder times 
long ago than this country has ever 
seen. France and America adopted 
the opposite policy —they protected 
home industry and developed their 
resources. We place the result in 
evidence and rest our case.

IRRIGATION IN ITALY. 


The Grand Artery of the Lembardy 
Meadows—The Parent Ditch of Eu- 
rope. 


The Naviglio Grande, or Great Ca- 
nal of the Ticine, the parent of the 
irrigation canals of Europe, is an arti- 
ficial river constructed so early as the 
twelfth century, which has for more 
than six hunured years borue forward 
avolume of water equal to searly 
1800 cubic feet per secuad, This great 
mass of water has been spread ever 
the surface of the country through a 
theusand channels, stimulating the 
productivensss of the soil te such an 
exteot as to make the country through 
which it passes one of the richest and 
most densely populated which tlhe 
world has ever seen. Fear the cultiva- 
tion of winter meadows, the land is 
dispesed in a series of small ridges 
and valleys, over which a flow of water 
is effected that never freezes; and 
from the meadows, asa general rule, 
five crops of grass aré obtained during 
the year. Another source of supply 
are the springs. Being derived from 
a considerable depth below the surface 
of the soil,the temperature of the 
water is always higher in winter than 
that of the canals, and hence it is 
greatly preferred for the irrigation of 
the meadows. In the financia! .dmin- 
istration ef the great canals, which 
may be regarded as the main arteries 
of the 

IRRIGATION SYSTEM OF LOMBARDY, 
it has been the invariable practice of 
the government to sell the water in 
absolute property to the possessors of 
the soil. So soon as the waters passes 
beyond the banks of the government 
canal the purchasers have usrestricted 
liberty to dispose of it as they choose. 
The nght ef passage reserves to every 
preprietor of water the power ef car- 
rying his channel, under certain speci- 
fied conditions, across all lands inter- 
vening between the main canal and 
his ewn preperty; and when the sup- 
ply exceeds the immediate wants of 
the purchaser, he has the right to dis- 
pose of the surplus to such of his 
veighbers as are desirous of having it. 
In Milanese acertain measure of water 
is assigned to every subsidiary canal, 
and the legal! capacity of the dispens- 


water they can always command, even 
in the dry season. 
THE UNIT OF MEASURB 


used in irrigation is the Milanese “on- 
cia,” consisting of that quantity of 
water, which, by its own pressure, 
passes through an aperature 0.198 cer- 
timetres high, 0.140 centimetres wide, 
70,900 centimetres below the surface 
of the water. The “‘oncia” is calcu- 
lated at 2.50 cubic metres per minute, 
er 4.16 litres per second. Fer the 
distribution of water in the derivatery 
canals in due proportion ameng the 
different proprietors, it suffices to make 
ordinary transverse canals, each with 
an oblique angle projecting into the 
main current, whick thus is divided 
into sections, reugh|y determining the 
quantity of water belonging to each 
user. The subsidiary canals are cea- 
structed according to rule: the mouths 
are either open or furnisted with 
sluices, as the distribution of water is 
temporary or continual. When the 
subdivisions ef the waters has attained 
a certaia limit it is stepped, and 


ANY DEFICIENCY IN THE SUPPLY 


is made good by its successive use 
among different preprietors, the whole 
body of water being turned into one 
or-ether of the subsidary canals by the 
help of the sluices, aceording to the 
nature of the agricultural rotation, 
the quantity of water at command, and 
the character ef the soil. The “rota,’’ 
as it is called, is terminated at a cer- 
tain number of days, und is repeated in 
the same order. This takes place du- 
ring the summer months, that is, the 
peried between the 25th of March and 
the 25th of September. Ino the winter 
the irrigation is continuous for the per- 
sons who may be entitled to it and 
who may require it. In the Unions, 
for the purposes of irrigation, the ex- 
penses are divided among the mem- 
bers in proportion to the use of the 
water. A part of the charges are also 
borne by the factories, which may be 


worked by water power. The mead- 
ows and the rice fields may be said al- 
most divide between them that vast 
volume of water which is every year 
poured over that country, the irriga- 
tion of Indian corn or flax consuming 
but a small portion of the supply. 

It may interesting to remember that 
Leonordo da Vinci, whose celebrated 
fresco bainting of the ‘‘Last Supper,’ 
atthe convent of Santa Maria delle

No Danger of Any Harm Coming 
to the Stock Brokers. 


POLITICS IN CALIFORNIA. 


From eur regular cerrespeadent. 

The excitement ever the electios 
has died away. The result was @ 
great surprise to the anti-constitution 
party. They confidently loeked for a 
majerity ef at least 5000 against the 
mew constitution. Fora day or twe 
after the election many of the oppe- 
sition party were much irritated. 
There was some talk of testing the 
legality ef the new constitution by an 
appeal to the courts. It was said 
that Gov. Irwin weuld decline to 
acknowledge the legality of the pew 
censtitutien, on various technical 

nds, one of which was that it was 
adopted as a whele by the cenvention 
and net voted upen in sections as the 
law requires. The soundness of these 
technical ebjections is deubtful, and 
it would be most unwise te try to de- 
feat the pepular vote ia such a way. 
But such talk is no longer heard and 
now the prebable effects of the new 
censtitutien are the political tepics ef 
the hour. The people of Nevada will 
be concerned in the operation of the 
justrument. Your mining interests 
look to California capital for their de- 
velopment. Any changes in otr laws 
respecting mining corporations and 
mining steck mat be important te 
you. You may then be interested in 
some speculations as to the effect 
upon the mining interests te be loeked 
for as a result of the new law. A sec- 
tion in the new constitution provides 
. that the legislature shall pass laws to 
regulate the sale of mining stocks in 
any stock board “‘under the control ef 
any asseciation.” It is thought that 
whatever enactments may be made by 
the legislature under that section the 
brekers could evade by transferring 
the centrol ef the their exchanges to 
some individual. That sectien might 
be held to define and limit the power 
ef the legislature te regulate only the 
business ef association stock boards, 
and that an exchange under individ- 
ual control er ownership it could not 
meddle with. The section which de- 


clares that sales of stock on margin 
shall be null and veid will scarcely 
make any real 
DIFFERENCE IN 810CK OPERATIONS, 
Any lews that ceuld be passed 
under it weuld be easily evaded. The 
brokers will chaage the form of their 
blanks and carry on their margin bus- 


iness with all the security they wish 
fer. So far as it aims to check stock 
gambling the sew constitution will 
prove ineffective. Laws which would 
seriously interfere with what is known 
ot semguey in stocks would also in- 
with legitimate mining inter- 
ests. Any attempt to remedy by leg- 
islation, the evils of speculation, is a 
mistake. Legislatien will not make 
men moral or prudent. Dealing in 
miming stecks is a scmi-legitimate 
business. The man who buys mining 
stock to keep, who pays his assess- 
ments and waits for dividends, makes 
a legitimate, though a speculative io- 
vestment. As a matter of fact he 
usually gets “skinned,” but the state 
should net interfere with his right te 
invest his means as he may see fit. 
Overlegis'ation is one of the evils of 
our time. Bills are in haste, 
then amended, and finally repealed. 
The state legislature of New Jersey 
more bills at a i 
oes the British parli 

joins the functions of beft state and 
national government. One thing 
in the new law is the change which 
makes the sittings of the legislature 
biennial. We will now have a chance 
to learn the laws before they are re- 
oy nag All but ten states in the 
nion have adopted the biennial sys- 
tem and it has been found to work 
well, The section of the new consti- 
tution that makes the directors of a 
eerporation responsible fer theft or 
misapprepriation by officers thereof 
is an example of legislative meddling.

The 
other wire counects with the copper 
in the battery jar, and, passing through 
acommon electric instrument, is at- 
tached to one of the knobs in the top 
of the mercury bottle. The armature 
of the electric instrument epens or 
closes by a wire spring the valve in 
the hot air pipe’ This pipe, it will 
be remembered, allows the passage of 
the het air from the heat generater in- 
to the large box. When the heat in 
the box is a haif degree over the nor- 
mal temperature the electric circle is 
formed and the valve shuts off the 
heat, but as soon as the temperature 
falls to 103 deg. in the box the con- 
nection between the wire and the mer- 
cury is broken; there is ‘no longer an 
operating current,and the valve opens, 
thus allowing the free passage of the 
heated air into the incubator. As an 
additional precaution, however, an 
alse to determine how far the rubber 
screw of the mercury bottle must be 
turned, two common thermometers 
are kept in the incubation box, 


MODUS OPERANDI, 


So much for the apparatus. Now 
for the mode of operation. Fifty exys 
are placed oo the moist hut sand in 
the egg trays, and the heat applied as 
in nature, over the top of the eyys. 
Every eight hours fer ten days each 
egg is once turned. By this time em 
bryotic circulation is established, and 
the egg need not be turned but once a 
day uatil the yeung chick breaks from 
its prison. Of course the egys are not 
kept during the 19 to 21 cays required 
for hatching at 1034¢ deg. Each day 
they are exposed tu the open air for 
ashort time. This is waen the incu- 
bator gets off her nest. Just here we 
may interpolate. The supply of coal 
vil burned to generate heat is regulat- 
ed to the wick in a similar manner as 
in the Argand or student's lamp. To 
note the pregress of embryetic devel- 
opment, the egg is taken from a tray 
and exposed in a simall aperstare 
through which light is admitted into 
adark room.

Jese Pioneer will be interesting to these 
who inhabited this country in the days 
of ‘‘the trail aod the foot log:”’ 

“Peter Lassen was burn in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, August 7, 1800, 
learning in yeuth the black«mith trade 
in his native town, and ia 1830 emi- 

ted to the United States, landing at 

ton, Mass., where he worked at 
his trade some months, when he went 
West, making Katersville, Charltwa 
county, Mo., his residence, where he 
worked at his trade and farming some 
nine years. In the spring of 1839 
he left with others to cress the Rocky 
meuntains for Oregoo. Meeting a 
train belonging te the American Fur 
Company, they traveled together, 
reaching the Dalles in October, 1839, 
and from there went down the Colum- 
bia river to Fort Vanceuver, and from 
there up the Willamette to what is new 
Oregon City. 

With their company reduced and 
disorganized, they took passage in a 
vessel for California, landing at Bede- 
ga. Not agreeing with the Mexicans, 
they went to Sutter's Fort, where they 
stopped about fifteen days and then 
went dowa to Yerba Buena, and from 
there to San Juse, where Peter worked

The Woelwich Arsenal in England 
bas been of late busy io preparing 
balloons for the African war.

There are 
alse the Talisman of 19,000 cubic feet, 
the Saracen of 15,000, the Vidette of 
14,000, and a little balloon named the 
Pilot of 600 feet. Arrangements have 
been made fer telegraphic communi- 
cations with them, when aloft, by 
means of a wire running through the 
cable restraining them. Means have 
been also found fer re-eaforcing them 
with gas while ia the air. This latter 
process is not explained. 


The senate yesterday afternoen 
passed the legislative appropriation 
bill by a strict party vote, without 
any amendment of its political sec- 
tions, and adjourned until hursday. 
The motion providing for tliis holiday 
was made by Don Cameron, who has 
arranged to cenvey a large number of 
senaters te the Baltimore races as his 
guests, in a private car. It is expect- 
ed that the house promptly concur in 
the senate amendments to the bill, but 
even if sent toa conference cemmit- 
tee, it will doubtless be passed and 
sent to the President before the close 
of the present week. The veto will 
probably be received about next Tues- 
day, and the Democrats will then hold 
a caucus to determine their future lin 
of action. 


A singular arrest was made io St 
Petersburg on April 19. A lady and 
gentleman were walking arm-in-arm 
toward the Vusnessenski bridge, fol- 
lowed by another gentleman. The 
lady looked around uneasily several 
times, and arriving at the bridge leaned 

' over the parapet to look at the canal. 
In doing this her hat fell off. Instant- 
ly she jum in after it, but was 
instantly rejoined by her pursuer,whe, 
after a brief struggie, breught ber on 
shere. It then appeared that the 
“lady"’ was a young man in disguise, 
who belonged to the Nihilist conspi- 
racy, and that the man who jumped 
inte the water after him was a mem- 
ber of the secret police. The lady’s 
companien was also arrested. 


The Paris National publishes the 
details of a wonderful gastronemical 
feat ormed the other day by two 
Hayti n They betted $200 
that they would eat for six hours with 
out stepping, and won easily, sitting 
dewn te the table at noon and not ris- 
ing before half past six. In the long 
interval they succeeded in consuming 
eight soles and gratin, twelve lamb 
cutlets, a joint of roast veal, weighing 
ight pouods, three kilogrammes of 
asparagus, an omulet of twelve eggs, 
besides a Dutch cheese, twelve pounds 
af bread, and fifteen bottles of wine. 
At the cunclusion of the performance 
the two negroes left the heuse with a 
very satisfied expression of counte- 
mance, dividing between them the 
fifty louis which they had thus pleas- 
urably earned. 

John A. Sutter, the disceverer of 
gold im California, is living in conpar- 
ative peverty at Litiz, Pa. A corres- 
pondent of the Philadelphia Times 
visited hig recently, and found him a 
hale old man, fond of relating his 
Pacific ceast experiences. He went 
to Califernia in 1839, became the Mex- 
ican agent, acquired immense landed 
possessions, and was for a while liter- 
ally monareh of all he surveyed. He 
first saw geldthere io the hands of 
playing children, and soon his land, 
to which he kad no lega! title, was 
taken by minezs. Litigation com- 
pleted his finangial downfall, and he 
came to the east, The man who first 


ef 1841 he purchased some land an 
puiltasaw mill near Santa Cruz bay 
(the pioneer mill ofCalifornia. After 
cutting some million feet of lumber he 
sold the mill te Captain Isaac Graham ; 
alse his rancho. In 1845 Gevernor 
Michaeltorena made him a grant of 
land on the site where Frement found 
him. Here he removed with a band of 
cattle which he had purchased by black 
smithing for Sutter. In 1847 Uncle 
Peter (as the boys liked to call him) 
crossed the plains with Commodore 
Steckton, returning in 1848 with sev- 
eral families. In the spring of 1850 
he sold one-half of bis rancho and 
stock te Mr. Palmer and took several 
teams of oxen to Sacramento City to 
purchase provisions, and while there 
conceived the idea of being the owner 
of a steamboat, but the little steamer 
Washington was too much for the un- 
educated blacksmith; and theugh she 
did not burst her boilers, she burst 
Uncle Peter. After paying his debts 
he, with a few head of cattle, settled 
in Indian Valley, Plumas county, and 
afterwards in Honey Lake. 

On the 20th of April, 1850, while 
in search of silver mines at Black 
Rock Spriegs, in Utah Territory, he, 
with his companions, Clapper and 
Wyatt, were attacked by a band of In- 
dians, who shot Clapper and Lassen, 
who died instantly. Wyatt mounted 
Lassen’s herse and escaped to Honey 
Lake. 

Thus perished an old and brave 
hearted pioneer: The news of his 
death was read with sorrow by all 
who knew him well. Many of the 
Masonic lodges published tributes of 
respect to his memery. As long as 
Lassen’s Peak remains 12,690 feet 
above the sea, Uncle Peter's name 
will be spoken.”

THE ROBERTSON PROCESS. 


How the Thing Works—Mr. Tredway’s |
